E in England have good reason to feel the 
utmost sympathy with our kith and kin 
across the Atlantic in the hour of their 

great anxiety, for it was but a short time ago 
that we for a moment experienced the-same fear 
when our well-beloved King, as Prince of Wales, 
was deliberately shot at by a hare-brained young 
Anarchist at the Brussels Station. King Edward 
most fortunately, we all rejoiced to_ learn, 
escaped the shot fired by the would-be assassin. 
But President McKinley was, we grieved to 
hear, wounded seriously by the Anarchist with 
whom he was about to shake hands at the 
Republican reception in the Temple of Music 
At the Buffalo Exhibition. 

The tragic incident occurred on the Friday of last 
week, and was thus described by Reuter's agent: 
“Tt was just after the daily organ recital in the 
Temple of Music in the Exhibition that the

Mr. McKinley was in the best of spirits, 
apparently enjoying to the full the hearty

negro burled themselves on the assailant, bore 
him to the ground, wrested the weapon from 
him, and pinioned him.”’ 


The President’s Heroic Fortitude 
doubtless saved his life. The first bullet lodged 
in his breastbone, and was picked out by him- 
self. In the emergency hospital the local surgeons 
most skilfully probed the other wound, and found 
the second bullet was located in the back, 
where it was left, and the torn flesh was sewed 
up. All the world expressed heartfelt sympathy 
with the stricken President and his noble wife 
and with the American nation, one of the 
promptest to cable being King Edward. Bulletin 
after bulletin was closely scrutinised, and hope 
gradually grew that the illustrious patient, the 
twice chosen President of the United States, 
would recover. The official report on Sunday 
afternoon was that the President's ** condition 
is satisfactory to all the present." 
Apprehensions were, happily, removed by. still 
more satisfactory bulletins on Monday and 
Tuesday, the public learnt with relief.

proposal to make a tunnel from Ureat Britain to Ireland 
was fully debated. Mr. Jaumes Barton’s exhaustive paper 
on the topic was favourably received, and the engineering 
feasibility of the venture was thought to be within the 
realm of practical achievement. ‘T'hree positions suggested 
themselves to Mr. Barton, and these are indicated in our 
sketch map. First, the nearest approach uf Great Britain 
to Ireland was at the Mull of Cantyre, where the distance 
to the county of Antrim wus 12] miles. The second 
position in point of distance was from Wigtownshire, where 
the Scotch coast came within 21 to 25 miles of Ireland; and 
the third position was from Holyhead to Howth. The 
first and third positions were not to be recommended, but 
the second was deemed the most suitable. Therefore the 
line proposed in the plans begins at Straaraer Railway

Station, and, passing north, enters the tunnel at 5 miles, 
and, descending 1 in 75, passes under the shore-line at the 
Ebbstone Beacon at 9 miles. lt passes round a curve of a 
mile radius at the head of Beaufort Dyke at 16 miles, 
and reaches the shore-line at the Island of Magee at 3. 
miles. Rising 1 in 75, and passing out of the tunnel at 
89} miles, it joins the Belfast and Northern Counties Rail- 
way at 41 miles, and runs 10} miles along it into the 
terminus at Belfast. The total length from Stranraer to 
Belfast is 614 miles, of which 244 is tunnel, and 25 of this 
The working of the line trom Stranraer to 
Belfast will probably be by electric motors. The tunnel 
would be a signal boon to the public, and it is hoped that 
from a financial standpoint it would be equally successful, 
We have now to wait for the further evolution of the 
scheme.

A woman was seen to rush out of a house—3, Bedford- 
bury—and declured that her husband had murdered his 
two-year-old child. The police were at once summoned, 
and they took the man to the station. The child was 


removed in a cab to King's College Hospital, but on 
arrival was found to be dead. ‘There can be no 
loubt of the lunacy of the man. The details of 


the crime show that Hichardson actually gnawed hie 
son's head and face, and bit the lip off, under the insane 
mapression that he was doing it good.

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GREAT FIRE IN THE CITY. 
BOUT three o'clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 7 a towering burst of flame amid 

a stack of timber in a narrow place known 

as Lamb's Passage, Chiswell Street, 
announced the beginning of what soon proved 
to be « very serious fire. The premises in which

ing flames and a huge furnace could be seen 
inside the timber-yard. Under Superintendent 
Gamble, the firemen mounted on the derricks by 
means of escapes, and hauled long lines of hose 
to the top, cut their way in between the standing 
timber, and poured tons of water from the front 
of the building into the heart of the furnace, 
| till a perfect cascade of water fell from the 
| uneven edges of the stored wood back into the 
| street. More than thirty engines, with some- 
thing like 150 firemen, supplemented by a small 
army of the Salvage Corps under Major Fox and 
Superintendent Lester, worked to beat the fire 
back from the warehouses named and the front 
of Messrs, Oliver's premises. The damage to 
premises and stock is said to amount to no less 
à sum than £80,000. 

One of the exciting incidents of the fire was 
witnessed when two Salvage men—Hillman and 
Gardner—forced their way into the burning 
building, and brought out a ledger belonging tc 
| Willis and Co. 

Superintendent Gamble worked very hard 
among his men and was unfortunately involved in 
& serious accident. About 10.15 p.m. a wall of 
Messrs. McNiel's felt- warehouse collapsed, bury - 
ing Fireman Banfield and injuring Mr. Gamble. 
Both men were at once removed to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital, Banfield being unconscious. 
This was not the only accident, for earlier 
in the evening a.wall of Messrs. Lascelles’ 
premises fell and buried two Salvage men 
named Barber and Janes. Both were extricated 
and pluckily resumed their duties.

Pitcairn Island Outlook.—How romantic is the 
story of the British subjects who reside on the lonely rock 
called Pitcairn Island! In 1759 a section of the crew of the 
good ship Bounty mutinied, and set tain Bligh with 
eighteen men adrift. Bligh was a man of a passionate and 
overbearing temper, and his crew had been demoralised 
z six months’ sojourn in the lotus land of Tahiti. 
Bligh, after six weeks in the open boat, reached the 
island of. Timor, but the mutineers, first going back to 
Tahiti, disappeared, and all trace of them was lost until 
nineteen years later, when an American sealing -ship 
touched at a little island in the South Pacific, lying 
midway between Tahiti and Easter Island. Here, on 
Piteairn Island, the mystery of the mutineers was solved. 
Nine of the crew of the Bounty, with six Tahitian men 
and a dozen women, had landed there in 1790. But, 
although there were cocoanut and bread-fruit trees, yams 
and bananas, growing on the island, it was no Garden of 
Eden for the evil spirits which had invaded it.

The Boer War.—Sir W. Hely-Hutchinson transmits 
a re of bad Boer behaviour at Mosita, on the railway 
south of Mafeking. Here Van Zyl's commando burnt 
down the dwelling of Field-Cornet Keeley, after smashing 
everything in it, and left the ladies of the house bereft of 
all their belongings but the clothes they had on.

Scobell’s Success.—A detailed account of the 
obliteration of Lotter’s commando has been telegraphed 
to England.
